The Depoſition of Mary Stevenſon. 
MARY STEVENSON, formerly Beard, 


wife of James Stevenſon, at No. 2, 


Croſs- ſtreet, Great Sutton-ſtreet, near the 


Charter-houſe, London, aged twenty-eight 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, 

To the three articles of the ſaid libel ſhe de- 
poſes and ſays, That ſhe on or about the 17th 
of October, 1780, went to live as ſervant with 
George Errington, Eſquire, and Harriot Er- 
rington his wife, parties in this cauſe, at their 
houſe at Batterſea, in Surry ; and continued in 
ſuch ſervice till on or about the 14th of Novem- 
ber, 1782, that ſome time in the month of 
June, in ſuch laſt mentioned year, they left 
Batterſea and went to refide in Adam- ſtreet, in

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the Adelphi, and during all the time this depo- 
nent ſo lived in their ſervice, they the ſaid 
George Errington and Harriot Errington lived, 
cohabited together as man and wife, as well at 
the houſe of the ſaid George Errington, at Bat- 
tetſea aforeſaid, as in Adam: ſtreèt in the Adel- 
phi; and they have a ſon now living, about the 
age of ſeven years; and they the ſaid George 
Errington and Harriot Errington, conſtantly, 
and upon all occafions, as far as the deponent 

was a witneſs, owned and acknowledged each 
other as lawful huſband and wife, and were fo 
in general eſteemed and .reputed to be by their 
neighbours, friends and acquaintances ; and fur- 
ther ſhe knows not to depoſe to the ſaid arti» 


cles. — 1e 

To the fourth article of the ſaid libel ſhe 
depoſes and ſays, That about five months after 
ſhe fo went to live in the ſamily of the ſaid 
George Errington, a Captain Smith, who had 
ſome Hort time before occaſionally viſited at the 
houſe, xame to live with her faid maſter and 
nſiſtreſs and continued. fo to do about three 
months, as ntar as the deponent can ſpeak as 
to time: that very ſoon after the ſaid Captain 
Smith {6 came to live in the family, this depo- 
nefit began to obſerve very great familiarities to 
paſs between her ſaid miſtreſs and the ſaid Cap- 
tain Smith, in the abſence of her faid maſter, 
as herein after more particularly mentioned; 
that her ſaid maſter was in the profeſſion of the 
law, and generally, while he lived at Batterſea, 
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as before mentioned, left home about eight 
o'clock in the morning, and did not return until 
between four and five o'clock in the afternoon, 
and ſometimes not until between ſeven and 
eight o'clock in the evening ; and referring to 
what ſhe ſhall herein after more particularly de- 
pole ſhe cannot further depoſe to the ſaid arti- 
cle. 

To the fifth article of the ſaid libel ſhe de- 
poſes and ſays, That very ſhortly after the ſaid 
Captain Smith ſo came to live in the family he 
began to uſe the ſaid Harriot Errington with 
the ſame familiarity as if he had been her hul- 
band; and during ſuch his reſidence at the 
houſe, this deponent hath, almoſt daily, in the 
abſence of her ſaid maſter, ſeen the ſaid Captain 
Smith toying with and kiſſing her ſaid miſtreſs, 
and putting his hand in her boſom and through 
her pocket-holes, at which ſhe would ſeem 
pleated and happy; and other times this depo- 
nent hath ſeen her ſaid miſtreſs fitting on the 
knee of the ſaid Captain Smith, with her arm 
round his neck or on his ſhoulder ; and in the 
day time, in the abſence of her ſaid huſband, 
this deponent hath frequently known them, 
when they have been in the parlour together, 
ſend the child, his the faid George Errington's 
ſon before mentioned, out of the room ; and 
ſome little time afterwards this deponent, upon 
going to the parlour door hath found the ſame 
faſtened on the inſide ; and her miſtreſs, hear- 
ing her, would ſometimes open the door to her,

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and ſometimes not, but give her ſome anſwer 
from within; that when ſhe has opened the 


door ſhe would generally appear rather embar- 


raſſed, and her hair would appear greatly diſ- 
ordered, and the handkerchief about her neck, 
and the reſt of her cloaths, very much rumpled , 

and this deponent was thereby induced to be- 
lieve, and does in her conſcience believe, that 
they the ſaid Captain Smith and Harriot Er- 
rington, at ſuch times had the carnal know- 


| ledge of each other ;- and further to the ſaid ar- 


ticle ſhe knows not to depoſe. | 

To the ſixth article of the faid libel, ſhe de- 
poſes and ſays, That frequently in the morning, 
during the time the ſaid Captain Smith ſo lived 
in the family, after the ſaid George Errington 
had left home as aforeſaid, ſhe the ſaid Harriot 
Errington, would go up ſtairs into the bed- 
chamber of the ſaid Captain Smith, dreſſed very 
looſely in her morning gown, whilſt he was in 
bed, and remain ſometimes alone with him for 
an hour together ; this deponent well knowing, 
by reaſon that ſhe hath ſeen her ſaid miſtreſs on 
theſe occaſions go into the faid Captain Smith's 
bed-chamber, and afterwards come out of the 


ſame; and at thoſe times, this deponent upon 


going to make Captain Smith's bed, has found 


the fame very much tumbled ; and frequently in 


the day time, after the beds have been made, 
this deponent hath heard the ſaid Captain Smith 
and her ſaid miſtreſs go up ſtairs, and come don 
again in about half an hour or an hour's time; 


and

and this deponent upon going up ſtairs ſome lit» 
tle time afterwards, generally found either her 
miſtreſs's or Captain Smith's bed greatly tumbled, 
after the ſame hath been made and left quite 
ſmooth, in ſo much, that ſhe hath been at times 
obliged to make the bed over again; and ſhe 
further ſaith, that ſhe hath ſeveral times ſeen 
the ſaid Captain Smith in her miſtreſs's bed- 
chamber when ſhe hath been dreſſing, and hath 
ſeen them duſting each other's eloaths, particu- 


larly, ſhe hath ſeen her ſaid miſtreſs in the | 


breeches, coat, and waiſtcoat of the ſaid Captain 
Smith twice or thrice, and at ſuch times they 
would help to dreſs and undreſs each other; and 
this deponent doth verily believe they took eve- 
ry occaſion of being great together, and when 
they have been ſo in the bed-chamber alone to- 
gether, that they have had the carnal knowledge 
of each other; and further ſhe knows not to de- 
pole to the ſaid article, 

To the ſeventh article of the ſaid libel, ſhe 
fdepoſes and ſays, That during the time the ſaid 
Captain Smith ſo lived in her {aid maſter's houſe, 
they the ſaid Captain Smith and Harriot Er- 
rington would frequently go into the hay-loft 
together, upon pretence of finding eggs, and 
when they have returned therefrom, this depo- 
nent has ſeveral times obſerved the cloaths and 
head-dreſs of her ſaid miſtreſs to be much tum- 
bled, and in great diſorder ; and the deponent 
hath ſeveral times heard the aforeſaid child, 
whom they ſometimes took with them ro the 

ay- 
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hay-loft, threaten what Captain Smith did to his 
mother, the ſaid Harriot Errington, to tell-his 
father, the ſaid George Errington, what Capt. 
Smith did to her in the hay-loft; and the ſaid 
Harriot Errington would thereupon threaten 
the ſaid child that ſhe would ſkin him alive if 
he ever told his father any thing, or to that 
effect; that this deponent hath no doubt upon 
her mind, and doth verily believe, that when 
they, the ſaid Captain Smith, and Harriot Er- 
rington have ſo been in the ſaid hay-loft, they 
have had the carnal knowledge of each other's 
bodies; and further ſhe cannot depoſe to the 
ſaid articles. 
To the eighth article of the ſaid libel ſhe de- 
poſes and ſays, That one evening about dark, 
ſhortly after Captain Smith quitted the houſe of 
the ſaid George Errington, this deponent going 


up ſtairs to ſhut the windows, heard the door 


of the chamber, wherein the aforeſaid child uſed 
to ſleep, unlocked, and this deponent then ſaw 
Mr. Walker, a clergyman, the curate of Batter- 
ſea, who now and then viſited at the houſe, and 
her miſtreſs, the ſaid Harriot Errington, open 
the door and come out of ſuch bed-chamber to- 
gether ; and on ſeeing the deponent, the the 
ſaid Harriot Errington ſtarted and changed cce 
lour, and exclaimed, “ why Molly,” you are like 
an apparition, one never hears you, or to that 
effect; that after they were gone down ſtairs 
this deponent went into the ſaid bed-chamber, 


and then noticed the bed in the ſaid room 
was

was much tumbled, whereas the ſame had 
been made by the deponent in the forenoon, 
and left quite ſmooth ; and when this depo- 
nent returned into the kitchen, ſhe jokeingly 
told her fellow ſervants, ſhe believed the par- 
ſon and her miſtreſs, meaning the ſaid Mr. 
Walker and her ſaid miſtreſs, had been in a 
fit together on the bed, or ſhe expreſſed her- 
ſelf to that effect; and ſhe does moſt firmly 
believe, from the appearance of the bed, and 
their coming out of the ſaid room together, 


and the contuſion of her ſaid miſtreſs, that a 


criminal connection had paſſed between them, 


and farther to the ſaid article ſhe cannot de- 


poſe. 

To the ninth article of the ſaid libel ſhe de- 
poſes and ſays, That early one afternoon, ſore 
time in the ſummer of the year 1781, ſhe took 
this deponent into.an hackney coach with her 

to Buckigham-gate, St. James's, where ſhe 
alighted and told the deponent ſhe was going to 
ſee Captain Smith, and directed the deponent 
to wait for her in the ſaid coach: that in about 
an hour ſhe returned to Buckingham-gate, and 
was handed into the coach by an officer, who 
then took his leave of her in a very familiar 
manner; and ſhe then ordered the coachman 
to drive to College-gate at Chelſea: being in 
her way home, and on their way thither, near 
the Chelſea Water-works, ſeeing a ſmart offi- 
cer paſſing by, ſhe the ſaid Harciot Errington, 


put 
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put her head out of thecoach and aſked him how 
he did; and he came up to the coach, and the 
coach ſtopped; and he opened the door and 
got in; and the ſaid Harriot Errington carri- 
ed him with her to her ſaid huſband's: houſe, 
where he ſtaid tea, and continued alone with 


her in the parlour ſome time ; that from the 
converſation that paſſed between them in the 


coach, it appeared to the deponent, and ſhe 


verily believes till then they were entire ſtran- 
gers to each other; that from that time a 
very great intimacy took place between them, 
as herein after is more particularly menti- 
oned; and this deponent ſoon afterwards 
learnt that the name of ſuch officer was 
Buckley. - | | 

To the tenth article of the ſaid libel ſhe 
depoſes and ſays, That from and immediate- 

after the time above mentioned, the 


aid Captain Buckley became a conſtant 


viſitor to the ſaid Harriot Errington, at 
Batterſea aforeſaid, in the day time and in 
the abſence of the ſaid George Errington, - 


and continued ſo to viſit her until a very 


ſhort time previous to her leaving Batterſea ; 
and frequently dined and drank tea with 
her alone: and this deponent hath ſeen the 
greateſt familiarities paſs betwen the ſaid Cap- 
tain Buckley and her ſaid miſtreſs, ſuch as his 
putting his hand in her boſom and wr ct

her pocket-holes ; her fitting on his knee and 
there kiſſing each other; and when they have 
been ſo alone together in the parlour, this de- 
ponent, upon going to the parlour door, hath 
found the ſame locked in the inſide; and the 
deponent hath ſeveral times known them to go 
up ſtairs into the bed-chamber, ſometimes in 
one and ſometimes in another, and remain 
therein alone for a conſiderable time together, 
and when they have quitted the fame, and this 
deponent hath gone into the room they have 
been in, ſoon afterwards, hath found the bed 
to be much tumbled, whereas the ſame had 
been made in the forenoon and left quite 
{mooth; and at ſuch times when the ſaid 
Harriot Errington hath come down ſtairs, this 
depunent hath obſerved her cloaths and head 
dreſs much tumbled ; and this deponent does 
moſt firmly believe that they the faid aptain 
Buckley and Harriot Errington, when they 
have ſo been in the bed-chamber together, 
have had the carnal knowledge of each other ; 
and furcher ſhe knows not to depoſe to the 
ſaid article. 

To the eleventh and twelfth articles of the 
faid libel ſhe depoſes and ſays, That ſome timo 
in or about the month of March 1782, her 
ſaid maſter went, as ſhe underſtood, to Oxford, 
and was ablent on that occaſion about fix 
weeks, during which period her ſaid miſtreſs 
was pretty conſtantly viſited by the ſaid Cap- 
tain Buckley, and twice during that time ſhe

ſaid out all night; and the firſt time ſhe ſo 


ſtaid out, a perſon came to Batterſea with a 
note from her, that ſhe ſhould that night lay at a 
Mrs. Sheers, in Covent Garden ; and the ſecond 
time ſhe ſo ſtaid out a young woman came 
and informed the deponent, that the ſaid 
Harriot Errington was taken ill and would 
ſleep at Mr. Brownings, a gentleman's houſe 
in the neighbourhoodof Batterſea, that night : 
and ſhe farther ſaith, that during ſuch, the 
abſence of the ſaid George Errington, his ſaid 
wife was occaſionally away from his home all 
night on viſits, as the deponent underſtood, at 
her mother's, Mrs. Show's, at Ifleworth; and 
farther to the ſaid article ſhe knows not to de- 

ſe, fave that ſhe remembers one afternoon, 
during ſuch the abſence of her ſaid maſter, that 
the ſaid Capt. Buckley had dined with her ſaid 
miſtreſs, ſhe complained of being ill; and as ſhe 


went up ſtairs to go to bed, ſhe ſaid to Capt. 


Buckley, Buckley, I ſhall ſee you before you 
go.“ That this deponent attended her ſaid miſ- 
treſs up ſtairs into her bed- chamber, and aſſiſted 
her in undreſſing, and before the witneſs left 
the room, the ſaid Capt. Buckley came in and 
went to the bed-fide, where her ſaid miſtreſs 
was in bed, and kiſſed her ſeveral times in the 
fondeſt manner; and before they parted, they 
appointed to meet each other, in town, the next 
day at three o clock in the afternoon; and accord- 
ingly about two o'clock of the afternoon of that 
day, her ſaid miſtreſs went out, and did not 

return 
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return till the evening ; and farther ſhe knows 
not to depoſe to the ſaid article, 

To the thirteenth article of the ſaid libel, 
ſhe depoſes and ſays, That ſhortly after her 
ſaid maſter and miſtreſs removed to Adam- 
{treet as before-mentioned, this deponent ob- 
ſerved, that her (aid miſtreſs appeared particu- 
larly ſtruck with a gentleman at the Hotel, 
which was facing the houſe of her ſaid maſter : 
and on a day, a ſhort time after that, this de- 
ponent and her fellow ſervant, Elizabeth Gal- 
loway, went to Batterſea to lee the aforeſaid 
child, they, upon their return home in the 
evening, found ſuch gentleman with their 
{aid miſtreſs in the drawing-room, and ano- 
ther gentleman, his companion, with Ann 
Shelly her maid, in the parlour; and ſhortly 
afterwards the ſaid two gentlemen and her 
ſaid miſtreſs ail went out together, and ſhe 
did not return home till two o'clock the next 
morning; that ſuch gentlemen, this deponent 
found in the drawing- room with her as afore- 
ſaid, very frequently afterwards came and vi- 
fited her in the abſence of her ſaid huſband ; 
and they very frequently went out together, 
and upon thoſe occaſions, the ſaid Harriot 
Errington would be abſent from home for 
hours together; and farther ſhe knows not to 
depoſe to the ſaid article,

To the third article of the ſaid libel he de- 
oſes and ſays, That he, on or about the 


25th of October, 1780, went to live ſervant 


with George Errington, Eiq. and Harriot 
Errington his wife, parties in this cauſe, and 
continued in ſuch ſervice till on or about the 
25th of May, 1782, during which period 
they lived and cohabited together as man and 
wife, at the houſe of the ſaid George Erring- 
ton, at Batterſca, in Surry, and had a ſon 


about four years old, whom the deponent be- 
lieves is ſtill living; and they the ſaid George 


Errington and Harriot Errington, conſtantly 


and upon all occaſions, owned and acknow- 
ledged each other as huſband and wife, to far 


as this deponent was a witneſs, and were, as 
far as he ever knew or heard, and 2s he be- 
lieves, generally eſteemed and reputed fo to 
be, by and amongſt their friends, neighbours 
and acquaintances; and farther to the ſaid 
article he knows not to depoſe. 

To the fourth, fifth, ſixth and ſeventh 
articles of che ſaid libel, he depoſes and 1ays, 
That about Chriſtmas, her the deponeut ſo 
went to live with the ſaid Mr. Errington, 

| One 
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one Captain Smith became a viſitor at the 
houſ:, and ſhortly afterwards came to live in 
the family entirely, and continued ſo to do 
fo about three months; that the ſaid Mr. 
Ercrinzgton was in the profefſion of the law, 
and generally went to town between eight 
anc! nine o'clock in the morning, and did not 
ret home to Batterſea till between eight 
and nine o'clock in the evening, but now and 
then would return in the aſternoon: that du- 
ring ſuch the abſence of the ſaid Mr. Erring- 
ton, and very ſoon after the ſaid Captain 
Smith came to live in the houſe, this depo- 
1-.- obterved great familiarities between him 
a. + miſtreſs, the ſaid Mrs. Errington, 
s his frequently kiſſing her and pulling 
har abovt, and their toying and romping to- 
tuner, and appearing extreemly fond of cach 
other; and ſeveral times when this deponent 
hath gone unawares into the room, when the 

hav+ been alone together, he has obſerved the 
nech 1andkerchief of his ſaid miſtreſs very 
m: # tumbled, and her hair and cloaths in 
Cii-:der; at ſuch times, both ſhe and Cap- 
tain Smith would appear rather confuſed ; 
and often, when the deponent hath gune into 
the parlour, where they have been alone to- 
geiler, he hath ſeen the ſaid Mrs. Errington 
jump up in great confuſion, from which cir- 
cutmmſtance the deponent was induced to be- 


lieve ſhe had at thoſe times been fitting on 
-aptain 
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Captain Smith's knee, or had been in ſome 
improper ſituation with him: and he further 
faith, that he frequently, during the time the 
ſaid Captain Smith to lived in the houſe, hath 
attended him and his miſtreſs out on horſe- 
back together ; and often on thoſe occations 
they have ſtopped at ſome inn on the road, 
and alighted and gone in together, and 
have kept the deponent waiting with the 
horſes at the door for half an hour or more; 
and at other times they have ordered the de- 

nent to put the horſes up, and have con- 
tinued at ſuch inn an hour at a time ; that at 
length their familiarity grew ſo great, that 
the ſaid Captain Smith ated more like the 
huſband of the ſaid Mrs. Errington than any 
thing elſe; and ſuch their conduct towards 
each other induced this deponent to believe, 
and he does in his conſcience believe, that a 
criminal connection ſubſiſted between them; 
and further he knows not to depoſe to the 
ſaid article. 

To the eighth article of the ſaid libel he 
depoſes and ſays, that the Reverend Mr, 
Walker, the Curate of Batterſea, uſed 
now and then to viſit and drink tca at the 
houſe of his ſaid maſter, during the time the 
deponent never ſaw any thing improper paſs 
between the ſaid Mr. Walker and his ſaid 
miſtreſs; nor can he further depoſe to the 


ſaid article of his own knowledge. = 
Q 
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To the ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth 
and thirtcenth articles of the ſaid libel, he 
depoſes and ſavs, That one day in the after= 
noon, a very ſhort time after the ſaid Captain 

Smith quitted the houſe of the ſaid Mr. Er- 
rington, and went to live elſewhere, his miſ- 
trets, the ſaid Mrs. Errington, and his fellow 
ſervant, Mary Be * who hath ſince married 

a perſon of the name of Stevenſon, went out 
in a hackney- coach and returned about eight 
o'clock in the evening ; and his ſaid miſtreſs 
brought with her a ſtrange officer, who ſtaid 
alone with her in the parlour until juſt before 
his maſter came home; that in the courſe of 
the week, ſuch ſtrange officer came again in 
the forenoon, and from that time became a 
conſtant viſitor to his ſaid miſtreſs, in the ab- 
ſence of his ſaid maſter, and very often dined 
and ſtaid with her till nearly about the time 
that his ſaid maſter uſually returned home; 
and this deponent ſoon underſtood that his 
name was Buckley: and he further ſaith, 
that one afternoon, about two months be- 
fore he leſt the ſaid Mr. Errington's ſervice, 
as he went into the parlour where the ſaid 
Captain Buckley and his miſtreſs were alone 
together, to throw ſome coals on the fire, 


and entering rather ſuddenly, he ſaw his 


miſtreſs ſitting in an elbow chair, and Cap- 
tam Buckley ſtanding before her; that upon 
his coming in, Captain Buckley turned im- 
mediately away and appeared to be buttoning 


* 
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up his breeches; and they appeared to be 
in very great confuion ; and the handker= 
chief about his ſaid miſtreſs's neck appeared 
very much rumpled ; and this deponent does 
yerily believe they either had been, or were 
prevented by the deponent from being, cri- 
minally acquainted together; that as well be- 
fore as after this circumſtance, this deponent 
has twice or thrice, when he has been going 
into the parlour where the ſaid Captain Buck- 
ley and his miſtreſs have been alone together, 
found the door locked in the inſide; and 
they have at ſuch times ſpoken to him from 
within; and upon the deponent telling them 
what he wanted, they would ſay it was no 
matter, or ſomething of that kind, and bid 
him go away: that this deponent hath fre- 
quently, when he hath been paſſing by the 
window of the room in which they were 
alone together, in his way to the ſtable, ſeen

cond night ſhe ſo ſtaid out, ſhe did not come 
home till about eleven o'clock the next morn- 
ing ; and her cloaths ſeemed much tumbled, 
and her hair in great diſorder : and he laſtly 
faith, that from what he obſerved to pats 
between the ſaid Captain Buckley and his 


ſaid miſtreſs, as before mentioned, he does . 


verily, and in his conſcience believe, that a 
very improper intercourſe ſubſiſted between 
them; and that while the ſame ſubſiſted, 
that they frequently had the carnal know- 
ledge of each other; and ſuch intercourſe this 
deponent believes was wholly unknown to his 
ſaid maſter, by reaſon that one night he came 
home before the ſaid Captain Buckley went 
away, and they ſeemed intire ſtrangers to 
each other; and Mrs. Errington paſſed him 
off to her ſaid huſband as a gentleman who 
came upon buſineſs from Captain Smith; and 
further he knows not to depoſe to ſaid article.

Paitrte Dixon, at No. 2, Brick-Court, in the 
Middle Temple, London, Gent. aged thirty-four 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn. 

To the ſecond article of the ſaid libel, and to 
the exibit or paper writing marked with the letter 
A, therein pleaded and exhibited, he ſaith, That 
he now is, and ever fince the month of Novem- 
ber, 1782, hath been clerk to George Errington, 
Eſq. party in this cauſe ; but knew him and Har- 
riot Errington, his wife, the other party in this 
cauſe, ſome months before he went to live in his, 
the ſaid Mr. :Errington, ſervice. And he further 
faith, That he, on or about the ſecond day of 
February laſt, attended and ſearched the regiſter of 
marriages, kept in and for the pariſh of St. Mar- 
tin's in the Fields, in the county of Middleſex; 
and.then and there found an entry of the marriage 
of the ſaid George Errington and Harriot Erring- 
ton, formerly Coren, his wife, as articulated. And 
the deputy pariſh-clerk of the ſajd pariſh, by the 
deponent's defire, made an extract or copy thereof, 
which they afterwards carefully examined with 
the original'entry, and found to agree therewith, 
And the ſaid exibit marked A, as — being 
now ſhewn to the deponent, he ſaith, the ſame is 
the very extract or copy of the ſaid clerk ſo as 
aforeſaid, and 1s and doth contain a true copy of 
the ſaid original entry of the faid marriage; this 
deponent, and the ſaid clerk, having carefully ex- 
amined the ſame as 1 and found 


the ſame to agree therewith. And he verily be- 


heves 
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lieves and is convinced, that George Errington 
and Harriot Coren therein- mentioned, and George 
Errington and Hatriot Errington, his wife, for- 
merly Harriet Coren, ſpinſter, parties in this 
cauſe, were and are the ſame perſons, and not 
divers; and farther to the ſaid article he cannot 
depoſe. 

To the ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth ar- 
ticles of the ſaid libel, he depoſes and ſays, That 
he, the ſaid Mr. Errington, at the time this de- 


ponent went to live in his ſervice, reſided at Bat- 


terſea, in the county of Surry, and ſo continues 
to do till ſometime about the month of June fol- 
lowing, when he removed to a houſe in Adam- 
ſtreet, in the Adelphi; and during the greatelt 
part of that period, uſed to come to town about 
eight o'clock in the morning, and not return to 


his houſe in Batterſea till between eight and nine 


o'clock in the evening, being in that time engaged 
in the ſtudy of the law, in the office of Mr. 
Cromton, a ſpecial pleader, in the Inner Temple, 
That this deponent lived entirely in the family of 
the ſaid Mr. Errington, and chiefly did his buſineſs 
in his houſe at Batterſea, and only went to town 
to him occaſionally, And he farther ſaith, That 
one day, ſome ſhort time after this deponent ſa 
went to live in the ſervice of the ſaid Mr, Erring- 
ton, this deponent remembers that the ſaid Har- 
riot Errington, and her ſervant, Mary Beard, went 
out together, and after an abſence of ſome hours 
they returned, accompanied by an officer, wha 
was then an entire ſtranger to the deponent, but 
whoſe name this deponent afterwards diſcovered 
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to be Buckley ; that from that time, the ſaid Mr. 
Buckley became a conſtant viſitor to the ſaid Har- 
riot Errington, at Batterſea aforeſaid, in the days 
time, and in the abſence of the ſaid Mr. Erring— 
ton as aforeſaid, and continued ſo to viſit her for 
ſeveral months together, and frequently ſtayed all 
day, dined and drank tea with her alone; and this 
deponent hath at various times during that period, 
ſeen many great and improper familiarities paſs 


between the faid Mr, Buckley and Mrs, Erring- 


.ton; ſuch as his going up ſtairs in her bed-cham- 
ber when ſhe has been there, romping about the 


houſe and garden with her, and behaving in every 
reſpect more like the maſter of the houſe of the 
ſaid Mr. Errington ; he would ſtand in a lane 
Juſt by the houſe, as if upon the watch, and upon 
thoſe occaſions Mrs. Errington would go to him, 
and either bring him home, or ſtay ſome time 
with him ; and this depanent has known her- to 
be in the lane with him till eleven o'clock at 
night. That the ſaid Mr. Buckley ſoon afterwards 


became more audacious in his behaviour, and 


would come to the houſe frequently within a 
quarter of an hour or twenty minutes after Mr. 
Errington was gone out; and as ſoon as he was 
jet in, without aſking any queſtions, he would 
run up ſtairs, whiſtling or ſinging, in to Mrs. 
Erringron's bed-chamber, dreſſing- room, or par- 
lour, wherever ſhe happened to be : that once in 
particular, this deponent remembers Mr, Buckley 
and Mrs, Errington coming into a room called

him from her, and they then both went out oft 
the room. That another time, ſometime aboud 
the beginning of the year 1782, when the ſain 
Mr. Buckley was with the ſaid Mrs, rrington it 
the parlour, ſhe brought her ſon, a child about 
five or ſix years years old, to the deponent, and

Mr. Errington, returned home from town rather 
unexpectedly to dinner, upon which the ſaid Mrs, 
Errington came to the deponent in the library, 
apparently much agitated, and defired him to 
write a note for her, which the deponent accord- 
ingly did, under her immediate direction, to the 
following purport :—Mrs. H's compliments to 

Captain 5. informs him that Mr. H. is returned 
home; therefore cannot meet Captain B. this 
afternoon.— And the fame being folded up, and 
ſubſcribed Captain B. ſhe defired the deponent to 
give the ſame to Luke Carter, Mr. Errington's 
gardener, who ſhe ſaid knew what to do with it; 
and this deponent gave the ſame to the faid Luke 
Carter accordingly ; that from what he has here- 
in depoſed reſpecting their intimacy, of the faid 
Mr. Buckley with the ſaid Mrs. Errington, and

tage of the neceſſary abſence of her ſaid huſband 
from home, upon buſineſs, very frequently went 
out, and ſtaid for hours together, and often uſed 
to return home with various gentlemen, moſt of 
whom were intire ſtrangers to the deponent, and 
appeared but newly acquainted with her; that 
this deponent moſt firmly believes Mr. Errington 
was a ſtranger to the criminal bebaviour of his ſaid 
wife, until informed particularly thereof by this

To the third article of the ſaid libel he depoſes 


and ſays, That he on or about the tenth. day of 


October 1777, to the beſt of his recollection as 
to the time, went to live as ſervant with George 
Errington and Harriot Errington his wife, par- 


ries in this cauſe, and continued in their ſervice 


till ſometime about Midſummer 1782, and dure 

ing the whole of that period they lived and co- 

habited together as man and wife, at the houſe 

of the ſaid George Errington, at Batterſea, afore- 

ſaid; and have one ſon now about ſeven years —

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and conſtantly, and upon all occaſions, owned and 
acknowledged each other as huſband and wife, 
and were ſo in general eſteemed and reputed to be 
by their neighbours, friends and acquaintances, 
as far as this deponent ever knew, or heard, and 
as he believes; and further he knows not to de- 
poſe to the ſaid article. 

To the fourth, fifth, fixth and ſeventh articleof 
the ſaid libel, he depoſes and lays, That ſometime 
about the beginning of the year next before this 
depvnent quitted the ſervice of the ſaid Mr. Er- 
rington, one Captain Smith came on a viſit to his 
houſe at Batterſea aforeſaid, and continued on ſuch 
viſit, to the beſt of the deponent's recollection, 
about five or fix months; that his maſter, the 
faid Mr. Errington, was at that time engaged in 
the ſtudy of the law, at the office of Mr, Ciomp- 
ton, in the Temple, London; and uſed, during the 
greater part of that period, to go to town early 
of a morning, and not return to Eatterſea till late in

known her dreſs to be very much tumbled; other 
times this deponent hath obſerved them walking 


in the garden, arm - in- arm, juſt as if they had been 


man and wife: that from ' ſuch familiarities con- 
ſtantly paſſing between them, in the abſence of 
his maſter, the ſaid Mr. Errington, as before men- 
tioned, uſed during the whole time the ſaid Cap- 
rain Smith lived in the family, this deponent was 
induced to believe, and does believe, that an in- 
tercourſe of a criminal nature ſubſiſted between 
him the ſaid Captain Smith and his ſaid miſtreſs ;

of her ſaid huſband, and never when he was at 
home : that Captain Buckley's uſual time of com-

To thethirdarticle of the ſaid libel he depoſes and 
ſays, That he is diſtantly related to George Erring- 
ton, Eſq. party in this cauſe, and known him from 
his childhood; but had no particular acquaintance 
with him, till within the laſt fours years, when 
he viſited the deponent and his wife, at his ſaid 
houſe at Batterſea; and the deponent by that 
means came firſt to know and be acquainted with 
2 Harriot 
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Harriot Errington, the wife of him the ſaid George 
Errington, the other party in this cauſe, and 
until the deponent left town, and went to live at 
Lyme-Regis aforeſaid, which is about eighteen 
months ſince they mutually viſited each other: 
that about a year before that period, the ſaid 
* George Errington and Harriot Errington, remov- 
ed from Batterſea to a houſe in the Adelphi, 
where they lived at the time the deponent left 
town as afoteſaid; that as well during their reſi- 

dence at Batterſea, 'as alſo in the Adelphi 
aforeſaid ; they, the ſaid George Errington and 
Harriot Errington, conſtantly and upon all occa- 
fions owned and acknowledged each other as mart 
and wife, and lived and cohabired as ſuch at both 
the faid places, and were ſo in general eſteemed and

To the fourteenth article of the ſaid libel he 
depoſes and ſays, That he never made any agree- 
ment; but he underſtands the ſaid Mr, Erring- 
ton means to pay him for the board and lodging 
of his ſaid wife, during the time ſhe fo lived at 
the deponent's houſe, at the rate of fifty pounds 
per annum; and the ſaid Mr. Errington, during

James BAxrER, at No. 26, Skinner-ſtreet, near 
Biſhopſgate-ſtreet, in the pariſh of St. Leonard, 
Shoreditch, in the county of Middleſex, coal-dealer, 
aged forty years and upwards, a witneſs produced 
and ſworn. 

To the eleventh, twelfth, and ſeventeenth articles
